nights come around, | am 
looking forward with great 


season on the low bands. 
Last winter, for me, yielded 
very few new band / mode 
countries on 80 / 160 me- 
ters, so this year, | decided 
to get an early start on get- 
ting the antennas ready for 
some low band dxing. | set aside some time the last 
two weekends to tweak the low band antennas in an- 
ticipation. On 160, | currently use a center fed in- 
verted vee, with the center at about 73 feet, and | 
also have a shunt feed for my tower. On 80 meters, | 
am using a 80 meter rotatable dipole at about 85 
feet, and also a separate shunt feed for the tower. 
This allows me to switch back and forth from the 
shunts feeds to the dipoles. So, | have now check 
out 8 sets of elevated radials, cleaned ground con- 
nections, pruned and tuned, and now it’s just a mat- 
ter of waiting for the low band DX to come rolling in 
this winter. | am ready!!

\ The 8 foot double tube, rapid turn- 
on, fluorescent tube fixture in VH 
Ham's shack went bye bye. Was it 
the tubes or was it the ballast? The 
Internet proposes a ballast tester made from either end of 
an old tube (careful how you break the tube to retrieve the 
ends). Baliasts usually go when its autotransformer goes. 
Rapid turn-on tubes have a filament, of a few volts, where 
the filament voltage is tapped off a small portion of the 


autotransformer winding. The tester merely tests 
whether or not this voltage is present. 


The tester consists of a number 13 pilot-type 
light (3.8 volts/0.3A) connected across the fila- 
ment leads of the old tube base. Removing the 
tubes and plugging in the tester into each socket 
should result in the number 13 bulb burning 
brightly therein if the ballast is good. No or low 
brightness means the ballast is gone. Some- 
times, one tube should be left in the fixture when 
testing the socket or sockets of the other. 


Type | fixtures use the tester as above. Type II 
fixtures need a 4 ohm resistor together with the 
bulb to load down the circuit. The Internet doesn't 
specify any further. Detailed photos show the two 
testers as almost physically identicaL The ques- 
tion is: is the 4 ohm resistor connected in series 
or parallel with the number 13 light?

Logbook of the World" (LoTW) the new QSL- 
cardless awards and contact credit system--has 
proven to be a huge hit with the amateur commu- 
nity. Since opening September 15, LoTW has ac- 
quired more than 2200 registered participants. An- 
other 2400 or so applications are pending, and the 
QSO database of 4900 uploaded logs had topped 
8 million contacts. 


LoTW is open to all, and applying for a digital cer- 
tificate is the first step toward taking advantage of 
the system. The digital certificate authenticates the —_ 
user's identity. 


ARRL will maintain the ballooning repository of log 
data from casual operators, DXers, contesters and 
major DXpeditions. LoTW will be able to provide 
quick QSO credit for awards programs by identify- 
ing contact matches within submitted log data. 
Registered participants then will be able to apply 
LoTW-confirmed QSO credits toward ARRL 
awards, such as DXCC, WAS and VUCC.

Work continues on the last major LoTW compo- 
nent--the Web pages to apply LoTW confirmations 
toward ARRL-sponsored awards. Mills expects that 
LoTW also will one day provide contact credits for 
non-ARRL programs.
